THE TRANSPORT BILLS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMRBS. 

Sin,—l am directed to' refer to a letter 
published im your issue of the 23rd instant 
from Dhenator Brown, K.C., and to state that 
in manv respects his observations are mis- 
eading. and evidently 4 upon some mis- 
conception of the ful! tacts to which he 

ides. My directors desire me to wonfine 
their remarks on Senator Brown’s letter to 
the proposals which are now before the 
Government for the amendment of the bills, 
and are the only practical issues now at stake. 


What Senator Brown has written rezarding . 


the Road Transport Bill and the advantages 
which it brings to the company’s road pas- 
senger interest is not in dispute, 

Referring to Senator Brown s observation 
as to the carrying of merchandise by road, he 
is evidently unaware that proposals regulating 
ana restricting unfair eel merchandise com. 
tition were pat forw.rd in the Dail in 
vmendments, which were ruled out of order 
because of the narrow scope within which 
the bil was deliberately drawn. Regarding 
the Railways (Miscellaneous) Bill, which 1s 
really the mere important measure affecting 
the railways, Senator Brown challenges the 
statement that any shackle remains on the 
Railway Company im its quotation of rates 
tor the carriaye of goods. th support of -that 
challenge h- argues that no shackie exists, 
inasmuch as the practice of the Railway 
Tribunal permits the Railway Company to 
ower its standard rates by more than 40 
yer cent., and to apply retrospectively for 
permission to do so—a permission, he says, 
never refused in any reasonable case. 

In reply to these statement'y three points 
emerge :— 

(1) lí this practice, contrary to the letter 
of the law, is a good one, what objection can 
there be to making the law conform to the 
practice: 

2) Senator Brown ignores the damaging 
consequence, ; of h a lowering of rates— 
namely, the creation of demands for rates on 
a similar basis between stations where there 
is not the same pressure of competition, and 
wiere the existing rates are already within 
the standard scales. 

3) The Minister, in the debate in the Dail 
on this question, did not allege that no 
shackle existed. On the contrary, his atti- 
tude was veflected in the following state- 
ment :—“* If that provision did not exist, all 
the levislation built up to prevent discrimina- 
tion would be negatived. A lorry-owner in a 
town might tender to a particular merchant 
to carry goods at a particular rate, and, to 
meet that competition, the Railway Com- 
pany might cut its charges to that trader 
without altering its charges to similar traders 
in the town who had not been approached 
by the lorry-owner. Similarly, there might 
be discrimination against a particular port.” 

it may be well to remark hefe that this 
discrimination, which would be a crime if 
exercised, or cxercisable, by the Railway 
Company, can Le, and is, committed with 
impunity by all of the Railway Company's 
ond competitors. No reason is advanced for 
rejection of amendments proposing that in 
ihis respect there should be no discrimination 
between the position of the Railway Company 
and its road rivals. 

Senator Brown expresses his desire to carry 
into effect any. suggestion which would not 

infict irreparable injury ” on the users of 
lorries for goods transport; but he is 
apparently not troubled by the imminence of 

‘irreparable injury” to the railways, the 
existence of which, apart from the share- 
holders’ interest, 1s universally acclaimed to 
be a national necessity, 

lhe Senator is also evidently unaware of 
the Company’s desires regarding the closing 
of baronial guaranteed lines and other similar 
branches. The bill provides that such branch 
ines. however great the loss incurred in 
running them, or however small may be the 
public nser of them, cannot (even by order of 
the Minister) be closed, unless there is an 
adeq' aiternathe j ided. Why 
adequate alternative service provice : 
the closing of a permanently losing and un- 
necessary line must be dependent on the sub- 
stitution (at the Railway Company s expense, 
as it would be im many cases) of a per- 
manentiy non-paying road service has never 
been made clear.—Lours, etc.,

Sig,— Buy Irish goods ' has been the 
leading ‘slogan all ovér Ireland for some time, 
and 1 most heartily agree with it. 1 fear, 
however, that a large proportion of the popu- 
lation does not carry this out. Now that 
there is a tariff on vegetables, flowers, etc., 
coming from arte y countries, farmers, 
market gardeners and those who have private 
gardens will, no doubt, increase their acreayes 
in these commodities, and will, therefore, 
require to purchase more seed. Unfortunately, 
a large number of cultivators of gardens send 
to England and Scotland for their supplies 
when they could, with advantage to them- 
selves, purchase their requirements in Ireland 
from seedsmen of good repute, who give a 
guarantee of the »rowth and purity of the 
seeds they supply, in accordance with Govern. 
ment reguiations; and it is a well ‘sub- 
stantiated fact that the seeds supplied by 
the leading seedsmen of this country are un- 
rivalled by those obtained from any other 
source. 

Again, Ulster and part of the Free State 
are the principal headquarters in growing and 
supplying the seed trade in England, Scot- 
land and the Continent with ryegrass seeds ; 
yet. many farmers piace their orders for farm 
seeds across the water, and it is well known 
that a large proportion of these ryegrass 
steds are shipped 
received from ireland. Now that the season is 
at hand when seeds will be required, every 
cultivator of the soil in onr country has the 
remedy in his own hands—to purchase his

KILKENNY, Seturday. 
ILKENNY Chamber of Commerce has 
K suggested that consumers of electric 
current in the city should withhold 
payment of their accounts to the Electricity 

Supply Board pending a er meetin 
which it was decided to hold at an early 
date, in connection with the 25,per cent, 

increase in the charges. 

In a letter, replying to a resolution of 
the Chamber on the subject, President 
Coscrave stated that the real matter for 
investigation as between the Chamber and the 
Electgicity Supply Board was whether the 
Board had observed the system imposed by 
the Electricity Supply Act on them for the 
calculation of the charges im any area. 

“Under the Act,” President Cosgrave 
stated, ‘‘the Board. may not chatge against 
an area, such as Kilkenny, anything except 
the costs of bringing electricity to that area. 
Consequently, it seems to me that the most 
effective approach which your Chamber can 
make is on consideration based on the Act, 
and by an endeavour to ascertain what items 
entered into the Roard’s calculations when 
they decided on either the new or the old 
rate for Kilkenny. If the Board have charged 
against’ the Kilkenny area any items which 
should not. have been put on it they would 
appear to have acted contrary to the terms 
of the Act. If, on the other hand, they can 
show th: the reverme they derive from the 
charges imposed in Kilkenny is jrst shficient 
to meet the cost of bringing Blectricity to 
Kilkenny, then the citizens of your area 
would appear to have no real basis for 
protest.”’ 

Mr. P. Connolly, T.C., suggested that they 
shonld request the Electricity Supply Board 
to furnish a statement showing the basis on 
which they fixed the charges for Kilkenny.

“ix or seven years ago has left little stain 
upon the outskirts of Dublin; but who 
can tell what may not happen if a 
central mind is lacking to cor.trol the far 
more widespread building of the near 
future ? | 

Not only Dublin is concerned. A town- 
pianning bill is required to prevent the 
spoiling of the whole Free State. Hitherto, 
fortunately, most of the evils which have 
afflicted England during recent years 
have left Ireland unmarked; but they 
must come, if urgent steps are riot taken 
to prevent them. The British bill makes 
a definite onslaught on the worst of 
these zsthetic and material ills. It will 
forbid sporadic and “ ribbon ’’ develop- 
ment of areas; it will check the in- 
discriminate invasion of highways by 
side-streets, and it will postpone the 
development of areas whose develo,ment 
is not to the public interest. These pro- 
visions are of enormous importance. Their 
success, however, depends entirely on 
the manner in which the local authorities 
responsille for their operation set to work. 
Of late years the English local authorities. 
backed by the public, have displayed an 
increasing solicitude for the amenities of 
town and country ; and, ii future building 
and ‘‘ development ’’ operations are con- 
trolled in that spirit, an instant check 
will be mpplied to further mischief. 
The Free State, on the other hand, can 
start with a comparatively clean stieet. 
She has no garish “ villa colonies ” to be 
demolished before the work of .vecon- 
struction can begin; her lines of de- 
velopment are ,ot yet warped. Ihe task 
of a town-planning authority 1s still easy 
of accomplishment; to wait until un- 
fettered building has made it hard will 
be merely, in the colloquial phrase, to 
ask tor trouble.

The Outbreak at Dartmoor. 


There is no English precedent for yes- 
terday’s outbreak at Dartiiwor. Even the 
restrained language of the Home Office 
admits that it was a ‘‘ somewhat serious 
disturbance.’’ More than 400 convicts 
are lodged “in Dartmoor Prison, and of 
these “ over 100,’’ accoruing to the Home 
Office, but at least 300 according to un- 
official reports, took p ‘t in the outbreak. 
The convicts, who had been noisy in their 
cells, were paraded yesterday morning for 
religious Services. Instantly a number of 
them attacked the warders; others took 
possession of the prison, and others tric«| 
to scale the lofty walls which frown acruss 
the lonely levels of the Moor. Warders 
on the walls, using their shot-guns, pre 
vented escape; but for a short time the 
rioters had the prison in their hands. In 
that short time they did much damage. 
setting fire to the administrative block of 
buildings, and burning a mass of im- 
portant records. Fortunately, the fight 
was short. Police, summoned by tele- 


phone from Plymouth and Exeter, were. 


swiftly cm the scene. They charged with 
their batons; within an hour the riot was 
quelled, and all the convicts were under 
‘lock and key. Some of the warders were 


| bruised by sticks and stones, and seventy 


conviets were wounded ; but there were no 
serious injuries and only twenty persons 


un- 


| paraded for church Service as usual ; and 
this release from their cells was the signal 


for the outbreak. Perhaps, further and 
calmer reports will put a different aspect 
on the affair. In the meanwhile English- 
men may take some comfort from the 
contrast between this solitary English out- 
break and the similar, but very numerous, 
outbreaks in Ametican convict prisons. 
The elements of savagery and terrible 
bloodshed, familiar in America, were 
wholly lacking at Dartmoor, where. 
during an hour's fighting, not one life 
was lost. At the riots in the State prison 
| of Ohio, two years ago, 300 convicts were 
killed by rifles and machine guns. Why 
has Dartmoor created this disturbing pre- 
cedent in English prison life? Why for 
the first time in English history has a 
conspiracy of revolt been framed by a 
large body of convicts? It is not, we 
think, a fantastic suggestion that here is 
another mischief which Britain owes to 
Hollywood. Films of American prison 
life, with their revolts en masse, are now 
as familiar to English criminals as to 
Irish school children; and ideas acquired 
during freedom may ge-minate banefully 
in a convict cell. (

Playing Dangerously. 


Many years ago a caustic Dublin 
journalist, when asked to explain a 
certain form of football which he did 
not like, said that its rules were simple. 
‘The main thing is to kick the man; if 
you cannot kick the man. kick the ball ; 
and the use of the knife is not permitted 
before half-time.’’ According to Reuter’s 
Correspondent in Belgrade, the footballers 
of Yugoslavia seem to have been in- 
dulging in some similar form of sport, 
with the result that the Zagreb Football 
Association has been forced to take drastic 
action. Footbal) in the Balkans has been 
developing in a fashion which hardly 
would be popular in these islands. 
Matches have degenerated into pitched 
battles, and casualties have been both 
frequent and heavy. In order to restore 
some semblance of decency to the game 
the Zagreb Association has issued a new 
set of rules, which, if enforced, may curb 
the exuberance of Serbian sportsmen. 
‘Jumping on opponents with both feet 
must be stopped.” ‘‘ Anyone striking an 
opponent with hand or foot in settlement 
of a dispute during the game will be sent 
off the field,’’ while anybody who kicks 
the goalkeeper “ when he has not the ball ”' 
will suffer a like fate. Referees who fail 
to enforce these new rules will be 
“punished unmercifully ” by the Associa- 
tion; those who seek to enforce them. 
presumably, will be expected to take their 
chance among the indignant players. 
There must be a dash of adventure in 
the life of a Yugoslavian referee, 
especially when the spectators take a 
hand—or a foot—in the game; and we 
can imagine less exciting games than a 
match between Zagreb Rovers and a team 
of Italians from Fiume. War, rather 
than football, is the national pastime of 
the Balkan States; until they learn to 
distinguish between the two we hope that 
a Yugoslavian team will not be invited 
to Dalymount Park.

Wireless Programmes. 


While controversy persists both in the 
Free State and in Great Britain on the 
merits aml demerits of wireless pro- 
grammés, an analysis of the German 
broadcasts, given in thé Obserrer, is not 
without interest. The distribution of 
space in these programmes reflects the 
taste of their particular localities. Berlin, 
with its literary and intellectual interests, 
devotes only 52 per cent. of the station s 
time to music; lectures or talks occupy 
33 per cent., and the remaining 15 
per cent. is consumed by “ literary items.” 
Munich, which is second to Berlin as an 


intellectual centre, devotes 53 per cent. 


to music, 31 per cent. to lectures and talks, 
and 16 per cent. to literary items. Next 
comes Frankfurt, where music occupies 60 
per cent. of the time, literary features 
occupy 20 per cent. and talks 20 per cent. 
Cologne and Breslau also devote 60 
per cent. to music; Leipzig gives 61 
per cent., Stuttgart 62 per cent., Konigs- 
berg 66 per cent., and Hamburg 70 
per cent. Hamburg, the most ‘‘ musical ”’ 
station, allows only 9 per cent. of its time 
for talks; Leipzig gives 11 per cent., and 
the other stations are content with 12 to 14 
per cent, Some enthusiast for broadcasting 
in these islands ought to prepare a similar 
analysis of the British and Irish pro- 
grammes, It is unlikely that the results 
would correspond with the tastes of the 
regions served by the various stations—if 
such tastes exist—but they might help the 
broadcasting authorities to strike a satis- 
factory balance in the matter of pro- 
grammes. The real need, of course, is not 
so much a balanced programme as excel- 
lence in the various items.

THE COMMITTEE 


EXPLAINS. 


We are asked to publich the following 
statement :— i 

The Executive Committee of the Irish 
Free State Girl Guides desire to make the 
following statement regarding their statux 
and policy :— ; 

Girl Guide orzanisations in all countries 
have their own constitutions and are 
governed by their own General Council or 
other similar body. The organisation in the 
British Commonwealth o; Nations are 
linked together under one Charter, but are 
none the less self-governing in all matters 
not contrary to the spirit of the move- 
ment as laid down by the founder. 

Each Girl Guide organisation may 
apply to the World Association of Girl 
Guides and Girl Scouts for recognition 
by that Association as a separate mew- 
ber, and such recognition brings with it 
advantages of very great value. Every 
organisation applying for membership of 
this World Association must, as a condi. 
tion of recognition, agree to the governin< 
principles of Scout and Guide law as em- 
bodied in the original promise and laws, 
and of these, duty to God, as expressing 
the highest spiritual principle, and duty 
to the constituted authority of their 
country, are essential. It is obvious that 
the development of each organisation 
should have regard to the particular re- 
quirements’of its own country along the 
lines of reason and good sense. 

In the year 1929 the Irish Free State 
Girl Guides obtained what is known in 
the Association as “ Dominion status, 
which placed Guiding in the Free State 
on the same footing as in Canada, Aus- 
tralia and South Africa. The Chief Com 
mis:ioner was appointed by the Chief 
Guide, Lady Baden Powell, with power to 
organise the movement on lines suitable 
to the Free State. The framing of a con 
stitution was entrusted to a provisional 
Council, representing various interests 
from all parts of the country, both 
within and without the movement. 
This Constitution was adopted by the 
duly appointed General Council, and was 
sanctioned by the Imperial Council of the 
G.G.A. in London, 1030. 


THE PROMISE. 


Conditions in this country after the es- 
tablishment of the Irish Free State re- 
quired that very careful consideration 
should be given to the form in which 
the Promise should be expressed. If the 
movement in this country was to be 
placed, as in other countries, on a wide 
and comprehensive national basis, it 
should express itself in the Promise in 
terms which convey the same meaning to 
all alike. 

At the first annual general meeting of 
our General Council, held on Novem- 
ber 27th, 1930, it was resolved that the 
policy of the movement in the Irish Free 
State, which included the question of 
the Promise, should be entrusted to the 
Executive Committee, to frame and sub- 
mit recommendations to the General 
Council. After most careful considera- 
tion, and having been passed by the 
General Council, the recommendations 
were laid before the Imperial Executive: 
and the form of the Promise was referred 
to the founder, Lord Baden Powell. The 
founder finally decided that the first 
part of the Promise in the Irish Free 
State should read as follows :'— 

‘* | promise on my honour to do my best 
to do my duty to God, my Country and 
the Oireachtas.”” When communicating 
his decision to the Committee of the Im- 
pevial Council, Lord Baden Powell pointed 
out that our Promise should express 
loyalty to the King in his special relation 
to the Irish Free State. 

With reference to the use of the words 
“the Oireachias’’ in the Promise, we are 
advised that under the Treaty the Irish 
Free State obtained Dominion statas, 
‘‘with a Parliament having power to 
make laws for the peace, order and good 
government of Ireland, and an Executive 
responsible to that Parliament.” We are 
further advised that. under Article XII. 
of the Constitution (which received the 
legislative sanction of the Parliament of 
Great Britain) the Parliament of the Irish 
Free State, to be known as the Oireachtas, 
was created, and consists of the King. 
the Dail and the Senate. We are also ad- 
vised that it is the constituted authority 
of the State. and that, in all matters of 
the Irish Free State government, the 


| King acts directly and solely on the ad- 


vice of his Irish Free State Ministers. 
With reierence to our policy in other 
matters, our object has been not to intro- 
any subject that might provide 
crounds for controver.-. Unity being one 


Í oí the fundamental principles of the whole 


movement, the World Associations of Gir! 
Guides and Girl Scouts are ag“ that 
the aim of the organisation im any 
country should be comprehensively 
national, and they recommend that 
every effort should be made to harmonise 
the views of different groups so that the 
national organisation should include all 
groups. 


THE RELIGIOUS ASPECT. 


The Irish Free State Girl Guides, as an 
organisation aiming at a national policy, 
are responsible for pursuing a line that 
takes into consideration the requirements 
of the children as a whole, much on 
the same principle as the education»! 
system of the country, which is a_ plicable 
to all alike. In this connection it is 
obvious that the religious aspect cf 
guiding must be ieft extirely to the 
various denominaticns to anply and 
develop within their resnective Guide 
groups, as they themselves may require. 

The Fucharistic Congress is an event 5: 
national and international imvortance. 
Therefore, it is our duty to make it pos- 
sible for the Roman Catholic members. 
not only in our own ranks, but in those 
organisations of other countries beloncine 
to the World Association. to attend 
should they wish to do so. To this end a 
Guide camp on international lines is being 
held to coincide with tl + Congress. 

Our aim throngheut is to promote 
understanding, helpfulness and friendshio 
amongst the children of our own I-nd. 
irrespective of creed or class, and to link 
them up through the means of this happy- 
spirited movement with the children of 
the world.

THE CABINET'S

| Sunpay NIGHT. 

The remarkable decision of the Cabinet 
to allow its members to difier in opinion 
on questions of policy has been received 
with suspicion in Conservative circles 
where it 1s believed that the authority of 
the Cabinet has been shaken severely. 
They agree that Mr. Macdonald may have 
acted wisely in keeping the Nationa! 
Government together, since its fall or re 
construction might have a very serious 
effect on public opinion at home and 
abroad; but few Conservatives can look 
forward with approval to the probability 
that the Liberal members of the Cabinet 
will be standing in the, House to speak 
and vote against measures deemed impera 
tive by the majority of the Cabinet. It 
is no secret that ever since the formation 
of a National Government the presence of 
Sir Herbert Samuel has been regarded 
with doubt, on the supposition that his 
party views were so ingrained that he 
would never be able to subordinate them 
when occasion demanded. This view has 
proved correct, and free trade remains the 
dominating factor; so far as his outlook is 
concerned. Sir Herbert Samuel s apologia. 
long and somewhat diffuse, serves to miake 
his position clear in “ this unprecedented 

Jan,” but time alone can show whether 

is move has been the great thing which 
he thinks it to be. 


Public Resentment. 


Public feeling resents the latest politica! 
developments, and impatience was freely 
expressed yesterday. travelled to town 
with a number of business men, and their 
comments were very bitter. One remarked 
that it was the old story of Nero fiddling 
while Rome burned ; when asked whom he 
regarded as Nero in the present instance. 
he indicted the whole Cabinet. There can bs 
little doubt that the great wave of en- 
thusiasm which brought the Nationa! 
Government on its crest is being dis- 
sipated by the weeks of talk and 
discussion in Downing street. There is no 
little satisfaction, however, that the 
majority of the Cabinet has reached a 
definite conclusion that drastic steps must 
be taken to redress the adverse trade 
balanee.

stand, will take the earliest opportunity 
to place the majority policy before the 
House of Commons, and may move the 
adjournment on the opening day. in order 
to make a full statement. 


| The Constitutional Aspect. 


The constitutional aspect of the Cabinet 
situation was discussed widely yesterday. 
The dropping of collective responsibility 
by the Government on any one issue may 
lead to some curious complications. lí a 
tariff bill is introduced, and considered 
in committee, it will be possible for free 
traders to move reductions in the taxes 
to be imposed, and to introduce amend- 
ments which will have to be debated. Sup- 
porters of the Government will be for- 
bidden to take steps of a similar nature, 
designed to increase the taxes or to 
strengthen the bill. It is an axiom that 
only the Ministers of the party can do 
these things, since a tax proposed by the 
Government cannot be increased. The

The Home Office last night issued the 
following statement :— 

“The Home (Office ret to announce 
that a somewhat serious disturbance 
occurred to-day at the Dartmoor Convict 
Prison. While the prisoners were being 
marched into chapel at 9.30 a.m. over one 
hundred out of the total prison population 
of about 400 broke away, and the prison 
staff was unable for a time to obtain 
control. 

““ Some prisoners broke into the adminis- 
trative offices and burnt a number of 
records. 

“- Prisoners also attempted to scale the 
walls, and it was necessary. for the prison 
officers to use their firearms to prevent 

. Some prisoners received shot 
wounds, and some were injured by staves 
used by the officers. 

“It. was necessary to summon police 
from Plymouth and Exeter to help the 
prison staff, 

“They arrived at 10.45, and by 11 
o'clock all the prisoners were under com- 
ag control and the disturbance at an 
end. 

“No prisoners escaped and none have 
been-seriously injured. About twenty are 
in hospital with minor injuries. 

“ No officer was seriously hurt. A few 
received minor injuries, but none required 
to be sent to hospital.

The convict who was stoking, 
realising the danger, raked the ashes out 
of a stokehold, pushed the warder inside 
and shut the door on him. Grasping his 
shovel he defended the warder against 
ae convicts who endeavoured to get at 

im. 

The alarm was first communicated to the 
inhabitants of Princetown by a warder, 
who, in the first scuffle, had his nose 
broken. With blood running down his face 
he rushed outside the prison and told the 
women who were waiting there, alarmed by 
the noise of gun fire, to go at once to their 
homes and lock themselves in. 

A thorough search of the cells, which 
was carried out after the prisoners had 
been rounded up, confirmed the belief that 
the mutiny had been premeditated for 
some time. Various weapons were dis- 
covered secreted in most of the cells. 

Many knives, apparently stolen from the 
kitchens, were found hidden away, with all 
kinds of improvised weapons. In one case 
a prison handkerchief had been made into 
a bundle in which was-half a pound of 
nails, forming a murderous weapon. 

In another cell was found a bar of iron, 
and another convict had in his possession 
a lump of lead, covered over with his 
prison handkerchief. 

Mr. Alexander Maxwell, Chairman of 
the Prison Commissioners, was called 
to the Home Office just after the out- 
break occurred. He was kept in con- 
stant touch with the situation. 

Mr. 8S. N. Roberts, the Governor, was 
formerly Governor of Birmingham and 
Armley (Leeds) Prisons. He was ap 
pointed to Dartmoor in March, 1931.

“ Many of the convicts went, but some, 
apparently the ringleaders of the rising, 
gathered together and began shouting. 

“ Even before this the men, as they 
exercised, had being booing and mutter- 
ing, although it was impossible to dis 
tinguich what they were saying. 

“ When a band of about 50 got together 
they began stone-throwing. Unfortunatels. 
there was a huge pile of stones near at 
hand, and within a few minutes scores of 
panes of glass were broken. 

'“ was then that the warders got 
behind the gates and opened fire upon the 
convicts with their buckshot rifles. 

“The convicts dashed into the priron 
offices and to one of the chapels. Within 
a few minutes smoke and flames an to 
emerge, and finally the Plymouth and 
Exeter ice, and the military from 
Crownhill, were summoned by telephone. ”' 


NO PRISONERS AT LARGE. 


It was oficia'ly stated that no convicts 
were at large. . | 

Colonel G, D. Turner, Assistant Com- 
missioner of Prisons, told a reporter that 
he could not state the cause of the out- 
break. It began, he said, about 9.30 a.m.. 
and the majority of convicts got out of 
control. There were determined attempts 
to escape, but none succeeded. 

‘‘ No officer of the prison or of the 
police force was seriously hurt,” he said, ' 
“and I hope that none of the prisoners 
was seriously hurt. Two officers were 
slightly injured. 

‘* I tried to address the prisoners, but 
unfortunately they would not listen to me. 

‘One block of the building, which com- 
prised the administrative headquarters, 
was destroyed by fire.” 

He could not say whether .II the prison 
records were destroyed. All the convicts 
hed been definitely accounted for. 

The trouble started, he said, when the 
400 convicts were being paraded at 9.30 
a.m. in readiness for the religious Service 
at 9.40. Eighty or ninety prison officers— 
the whole available force—were on duty 
at the time. : 

Colonel Turner said that there had been 
complaints by the prisoners about their 
food, and on Saturday there was some 
trouble regarding the porridge served out 
to them. |

. MADRID, Sunday 
Fear Jesuit communities and 3,060 
members are affected by the decree 
vf the Spanish Government dissolving the 
Society of Jesus, and 300 Catalan Jesuits 
have been omlered to leave the country 
within ten days. 

The dissolution is a uel to the out- 
break of disorders at Bilbao, which the 
authorities attribute to the Jesuits. 

The decree, signed by the President of 
Spain, Sefior Alcala Zamoru, ordered the 
dissolution of the Order on the ground 
that its members were obliged to take 
a vow of obedience to an authority other 
than the Spanish Republic—that is, the 
Holy See. 

The first article of the dissolution 
decree deprives the Jesuit Order of all 
juridical rights; the second article gives 
them ten days in which to give up their 
communal life, and the third article for- 
bids any member or representative of the 
Society of Jesus to dispose of his own 
goods or property, or the property, of 
the Order. 

A further article makes over to the 
State, to be used for charitable purposes, 
all property possessed hy the Jesuits. 


FATE OF CHURCHES, 


All banks, limited liability companies 
and undertakings of whatever nature are 
obliged to inform the Minister of Finance 
of all deposits, deeds, current accounts 
and other possessions of the Jesuits held 
hy them. : 

All oratories and churches belonging to 
the Jesuits will be made over to the 
various dioceses in which they are 
situated. on condition that no member of 
the Society officiates in them. 

Further articles create a commission to 
establish the legal standing of all pro- 
verty not directly owned by the Jesuits, 
and to put the measures into overation. 

The clause of the new Spanish Constitu- 
tion, under which the Jesuit Order has 
been dissolved, was interpreted as involv- 
ing the expulsion of the Order and the 
nationalisation of its property, and as a 
protest against its adoption Sefior Zamora, 
the then Prime Minister, and Sefior 
Maura, the Minister of the Interior, re- 
signed on October 6th, when the question 
was first discussed, while forty-two Basque 
and other deputies withdrew from the 
Chamber. Up till now, however, no 
definite re Gm had been taken to put this 
provision of the Constitution into effect.

FRANCE. 


NEW ARRANGEMENT FOR 
EXPORTS. 


By Our POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


It is officially announced by the Free 
State Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
that, as a result of negotiations between 
the two Governments, an arrangement has 
been reached which will allow the imme- 
diate entry of Free State hams into France. 
Negotiations are being continued which, 
it is expected, will place this trade on a 
definite quota basis. 

At present the export of bacon and hams 
to France is carried on in a very limited 
way. In 1928 the export of hams consisted 
only of 1,040 cwts., valued at £7,565, and 
in 1929 it was 872 cwts., valued at £6,527. 
The value of hams consigned to all 
countries in. these years was £102,220 in 


1928 and £96,188 in 1929. 
THE PRE-WAR TRADE. 


In pre-war times there was a continuous 
trade in Irish hams with France, and in 
those days Jambon de Limerick was a 
feature of the menus in French hotels and 
restaurants. . 

It is hoped that under the new condi- 
tions this trade will be revived. The loss 
of the trade originally was mainly due to 
periods of food contro], when the officials 
insisted on the cutting of Irish bacon in 
the same way as Wiltshire bacon is cut. 
This did not fit in with the plans of the 
Irish manufacturers, and so the trade fell 
away, and it is understood that any Irish 
hams entering France in recent times 
have been by way of re-export from Great 
Britain.

THE DARTMOOR 
MUTINY. 


Commenting editorially upon the mutiny 
in Dartmoor Prison yesterday, The Times 
to-day remarks: The public will read of 
these events with some amazement. They 
seem to belong to another age, or, at least, 
to some other country. It is necessary to 
go back through British prison records 
more than fifty years for the last out- 
break—also at Dartmoor—which was at 
all comparable. In 1880 a concerted attack 
on the warders, involving one death and 
some other casualties, was immediately 
suppressed. 

Generally the characteristics of recent 
decades have been a heavy reduction in 
the number of prison sentences, and—in 
spite of the number of minor assaults 
committed with the aig of the motor— 
a decline in the number of what can 
properly be considered ‘‘violent’’ crimes 
and criminals. 


THE OFFICIAL INQUIRY. 

The difference in the type of convict 
under sentence has been reflected in, and 
is not unattributable to, the modern spirit, 
and to more humane standards in prison 
administration which has been mitigated 
by various amenities. It would, therefore, 
be surprising to find any general explana- 
tion of the deplorable revolt which cost so 
much yesterday in personal and material 
injury, either in unconscionable harshness 
in the regulations, or in the type of 
prisoner committed to penal servitude 
within this jail. . 

It is clear, at all events, that the hour 
and a-half oí riot and arson yesterday were 
not the outcome of a sudden impulse, and 
that they have a history of some kind to 
be investigated. Public opinion will 
welcome the announcement of an official 
inquiry, which was naturally forthcoming 
last night, and will not be satisfied with 
anything Jess than a very thorough search 
into the causes, with full publication of the 
findings in due course.

In comparison with other countries, the 
report. states, the road upon which the Free 
State has travelled during the last few years 
has proved to be remarkably’ free from 
economic difficulties, but there ere indications 
that new difficulties are developing which 
will materially affect our position, and call 
for alterations and adaptations in our internal 
economy. 


PRICE MOVEMENTS. 


From 1924 to 1929 the movement of prices 
was advantageous to the external trade of 
this country, because food prices were main- 
tained at a fairly steady level, whereas com- 
modity prices fell. During 1920 the down- 
ward tendency continued, and in 1961 it was 
accelerated and extended to foodstufis, par- 
ticularly those which are the products of the 
Free State. 

A comparison of the value of the total 
external trade for the nine months of the 
year 1931 with the same pericd of 1930 shows 


a decrease of about £14,000,000 on a turn | 


over of £78,000,000—almost 18 per cent. 

With this fall in price, the report declares, 
the country will be faced with an increasing 
burden in respect of its overhead expendi- 
ture, unless such expenditure is also sub- 
stantially reduced. 

The husiness community, it is urged, must 
take all steps possible to secure a reduction 
in national and local expenditure, as well as 
a reduction in the costs of distribution and 
transport. 

The report then refers, among other mat- 
ters, to a deputation to the Free State 
Government with regard to suggested modifi- 
cations and improvements on town planning, 
road traffic, municipal rates, de-rating, the 
Budget, electricity supply rates, Circuit 
Court judgments and costs, etc. 

In the appendix some useful information is 
given with regard to the procedure for ex- 
arbor. Irish Free State goods to Great 

ritain and Northern Ireland. The memoran- 
dum to British Chambers of Commerce 
requesting the British public to buy Irish 
Free State goods is also mentioned.

appointed by the Pope. Accepting Father 
Roran’s contention that Archbishop Browne 
was consecrated Archbishop of Dublin on the 
19th March, 1536, the Dean and Chapter of 
St. Patrick’s and the Prior ard Canon of 
Christ Church concurred in his appointment 
nearly a year before the Supremacy Act, and 
the Dean of Christ Church was technically 
and legally perfectly correct in his state 
ment, 

Father Ronan told them that Browne was 
not appointed by the Pope. That was sup- 
posed to be conclusive evidence that Browne 
was not a Roman Catholic bishop, and that 
argument placed Father Ronan in an extra. 
EÁ “gona position. Browne was consecrated 
by Cranmer, Shaxton and Hildesley. Cranme- 
was recognised to be bishop in 1566 by his 
degradation... He received the poll from the 
Pope. Mary gave commissions to cona¢crate 
to Browne before his degradation, and also 
to the Bishop of Leighlin, 

“I wonder,” said Mr. Hammond, “ how 
Father Ronan, on principles of canon law, 
would justify the statement that Browne was 
not a Roman Catholie bishop?” ' 

Having dealt with the situation in Ireland 
at the period referred to, Mr. Hammond 
said that at the end of King Henry’s reign 
there was in Ireland a body of bishops who 
acknowledged the King’s authority and 
repudiated :he authority of the Pope. The 
situation in 1560 was very much more com- 
plicated than the situation in 1636. 

Henrican bishops who had been disowned 
by the Pope and were retained by Mary were 
mentioned by Mr. Hammond, and also 
bishops owned by the Pope who had been 
converted. An impartial and critical in- 
vestigation of history, he said, invested Father 
Ronan’s theory not only with doubt, but—

NATIONAL MUSEUM'S 
ACOUISITION.

the Redmond Magrath collection has ‘been 
secured for the National Museum, . Dublin. 
This collection, the result of many. years 
inquiry and search, was originally housed in 
the Dundalk Museum, but- as this valuable 
institution was burned out in the “troubled” 
times. and po immediate prospect gyists of 
re-establishing’ it, Mr. Magrath decidéd, with 
reat public spirit, and with thé. consent of 
his colleagues, to deposit his collection. in 
the National Museum. 

The collection comprises, among other 
things, an interesting group of stone axes, 
most of which are localised in County Lonth ; 
big triangular stone chisel, a polishing stone. 
and two primitive stone pestles. Among the 
stone objects the most significant is a wer- 
forated stone pick-axe, from North-East 
Louth, a type hitherto unknown in Ireland 
and Britain, but represented in the Channel 
Islands. Of bronzes, the more important 
are a bronze palstave from Faughart, and a 
javelin-head, with side loops, from Ummeri- 
cam, also a second palstave, unlocalised. 
There are also several flint objects, and a 
group of hammer stones. 

Of special importance are the sepulchral 
vessols, two in number. One of these was 
found with an inhumation burial mear 
Garvey’s Bridge, County Armagh, and be- 
longs to the early Bronze Age; the other, a 
magnificent example of -Irish sépulchral 
ceramic, and of somewhat later date, was 
found in association with a cremation in a 
cist at Tankard’s Rock, near Dundalk. Both 
have been described by the late E. C. R. 
Armstrong, Keeper of Irish Antiquities. 

An important Christian*period object is a 
stone lamp, of the pillar type, from the Hill 
of Tara, secured by a friend of Mr. 
Magrath’s. Of special interest are five penal 
crosses, all of which are dated 1714, 1724, 
1731, 1778, 1791. Among the later antiqui- 
ties. are several pieces of milita nip- 
ment, increta pikes of ‘98 mal g 6. a 
badge of the County Louth Rifles; and a 
gorget of unknown ascription. Another ob- 
ject of special interest is a Dublin-made 
watch, with figures, in Gaelic letters, and 
the name. Patrick.. ‘Durnan,- who was 4 
brother of Peadar ó Doirnin, a celebrated 
poet. “This was one of Mr. Magrath’s most 
prized possessions. 

The collection includes several other ob- 
jects of ecclesiastical, antiquarian, and folk- 
lorist interest, as well as a large group of 
American arrow-heads. Mr. Gogan is to be 
congratulated on having secured this collec. 
tion for the National Museum. 

Mr. Magrath is a member of the Council 
of the Louth Archeological Society, and was 


one of the founders of the Dundalk Museum. } 


He has been all his life an ardent anti- 


quarian, and a supporter of the Gaelic move- | 


ment. It is a source of regret to hig 
numerous friends and admirers that he has 
not been in very robust health for some 
months past.

~ Writing on this subject in the Weekly 

drish Times, the Poultry Correspondent 

says :'— 

In Sussex all table chickens are crammed 
with machines before being marketed, 
but this requires skill, and should not 
be attempted by a novice. If the 
chickens do not seem plump enough at 
the proper time, they can be cooped in 

a fattening coop, and in a week or two 
should put on plenty of flesh. Feed 
. them three times a on ground oats 
and barley meal betters | with milk. If 
milk is not available, melt down some 
suet or fat and use it instead. Do not 
ke ? them a day longer than is needed. 
Kill by dislocation of the neck after they 
have fasted for the day. Pluck all the 
feathers, except the neck near the head, 
and pack for market when quite cold. 
Some send chickens to market alive, but 
it is aon aoe find be what the buyer 
requires ere is ways a good market 
for table chickens, cae ts difficulty in 
selling when they are well fattened. 
Communicate with a good salesman, or 
advertise.
